THE BRYANT SANDER is a self contained unit that can be easily attached to any dump truck 
for the purpose of spreading sand, salt, calcium chloride, or any other granular material. 

The design of the sander hopper allows constant flow of sand from body without overflowing, 
thus eliminating hand labor. One wheel drive provides sufficient power and gives even spread 
at any speed of travel. Only two moving parts in contact with sand: I) drum which turns very 
slowly minimizing wear, 2) spring loaded gate which allows rocks to eject without damage. 



Easy Mounting and Removal 

The Bryant Sander is easily installed and can be re¬ 
moved in minutes. Place blocks under self contained 
jacks, remove chains from body and lock jacks in place 
at desired height, remove pins and control linkage. 
Truck is now available for other uses.

For Salting 

Salt Plates are placed in each end of 
machine to allow spreading of salt in 
center of road. Also one may be 
used alone when sanding to narrow 
spread and conserve sand. 




Cable or Electric Control

where tar covering is not essential. 
We have also developed the more 
popular electrical control system 
which adds extra convenience, and 
simplifies even more the initial in¬ 
stallation.

Summer Tar Covering 

By removing four bolts the axle and 
wheel assembly can be replaced 
with a 3 h. p. Briggs & Stratton en¬ 
gine which provides sufficient speed 
and power for tar covering. 

Drop-down legs are a new optional 
feature for extra convenience when 
unit is used for tarring. Wheels are 
replaced later for winter use.
